providing a substrate; 

forming a sacrificial mass over the substrate; 
forming a metal comprising a layer over the mass; and 

subjecting the mass to conditions wherein a component of the mass transports from the mass 
into the metal comprising layer to form a mixture of the metal comprising layer and the 
component, and wherein transporting the component leaves [an enclosed] a hermetically-sealed 
void region between the substrate and the mixture of the metal comprising layer and the 
component.
